James Dixon on the subject “‘The Telautograph,”’ and one 
by Mr. F. F. Fowle on “The Transposition of Electrical 
Ccnduciors.”” The first paper mentioned the development 
of the present-day telautograph from the original step-by- 
step instrument of Professor Elicha Gray, and described 


the modern instrument in detail. Its reliability of action 
and its hardy nature were demonstrated by several instru 
ments shown in actual operation. The instruments are 
built in a special type for use in coast fortifications, 
they are employed to send range information to the in 
dividual gure. Th’s type of te'autograph is enclosed in a 
watertight brass case suspended by springs from the gun- 
carriage. This is found to be sufficient protection against 
derangement from the shock of discharge of the gun. The 
second paper presented a very extended mathematical de- 
velopment of the phenomena of mutual induction between 
different circuits on the same pole line, and then showed 
various traneposition arrangements, actual and 
for telephone circuits and mixed circuits. The paper was 
discussed briefly by Professors Franklin and Crehore and 
Mr. C. O. Mailloux.

NEW YORK ELECTRICAL SOCIETY.—An 
interesting program occupied the October meeting of the 
society, he'd at 19 West 44th St., New York City, on 
Oct. 26.

This form was devisel by Prof. McAllister a short 
time ago and has been patented by him. It gives results 
slightly be‘ter than the series motor with forced compen- 
sition.

In d'scussion, Mr. A. H. Armstrong told briefly the his- 
tory of work on alternating-current railway motors by the 
General Biectric Co. In the early 00's this company ex- 
perimented with the polyphase induction motor. and after 
lengthy trials decided that it was unsuitable for ra lway 
work. The repulsion motor wae then tried, with the gen- 
eral conclusion that its field of service is in 
work. As, however, suburban traction will usually re- 
quire runn ng on direct-current lines within citied; the 
series motor wag taken up, giving about the same results 
as the repulsion motor, with the additional advantage of 
being able to run on direct current.

There is no 
reason to doubt that now that England and America are 
acting in conjunction the scheme can be carried to com- 
pletion.”’
